State Oil Production 
Sets Record In ’54 


Kentucky produced more oil 
last year than any previous year 
in its history—13.910.980 barrels, 
or approximately 2.000,000 more 
barrels than for the previous 
high year, according to a report 
issued today by A D Sisk, chief 
of the Department of Mines and 
Minerals. 

More than 60 per cent of the 
production was in four counties— 
Henderson. 3,560.107 barrels; 
Union. 2.066.055 barrels; Ohio, 
1.433.171 and Daviess. 1,419,214 
barrels. Forty-eight other count¬ 
ies produced ttye remainder of 
the oil. 

During the year, the Depart¬ 
ment of Mines and Minerals 
issued 1,630 permits to drill wells 
second largest number previously 
issued.

Six hundred seventy-six head 
of cattle have been tested to date 
in Morgan county. The veterin¬ 
arian, Dr. Charles Estin of Fay¬ 
ette county, has been testing cat¬ 
tle in almost every community of 
the county. On Aug. 4 the test¬ 
ing was completed. 

The community contact men 
and the Morgan County Live¬ 
stock Improvement Association 
along with the three vocational 
agricultural teachers in the coun¬ 
ty. the Farm Home Administra¬ 
tion, and the two agents in the 
Morgan County Extension Serv¬ 
ice are responsible for making a 
list of requests and showing Dr. 
Estin where to go and helping to 

handl e th e cattle for the test._ 

“Some of the early reports that 
have been returned from the 
state laboratory indicate that the 
herds in Morgan county are rela¬ 
tively clear of Bangs disease and 
these herds that have partici¬ 
pated in the state and federal 
test program this time and other 
times have official records show¬ 
ing that the herds are Bangs free 

The few reactors which have 
been reported will be appraised 
and branded later by a commit'eo 
from the State Bangs Testing 
Laboratory if sold the farmer will 
receive the usual slaughtering 
price for the animals sold plus a 
payment from the government 
representing a part of his loss 
from a breeding or milking stand¬ 
point. 

Under the present program 
which went into effect this year, 
this is a good time for a farmer 
to get rid of any reactors that 
were present and taking advan¬ 
tage of the government payment 
so that he would get the most 
possible money from the animal 
and also keep his herd from get¬ 
ting this disease and also protect 
himself and family from the un- 
dulant fever which is carried 
from livestock to hvmans through 
cattle, hogs and goats that carry 
the disease. 

If any cattle have been missed 
during the test or if someone was 
not able to get the cattle up they 
will be able to send in requests 
at a later date preferably early 
next year 

All who have worked on this 
! program know that Dr. Estin has 
| worked from 5:30 in the morning 
until after 10:00 or 11:00 at night 
with car lights, flash lights or 
lights in the barns in an attempt 
to get all the cattle that he pos¬ 
sibly could in the time that he 
could be here. Dr. Estin spent a 
total of eight days testing cattle 
in the county. It is believed that 
this is the largest number of cat¬ 
tle ever tested in the county at 
one time.
